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Attitudes  Toward  Mankind’s  Future 
Will  Be  Discussed  In  Next  Two  Sermons 


In  a  pair  of  sermons  on  Jan.  31  and  Feb.  7,  Rabbi  Steinberg  will  describe 
two  distinct  attitudes  toward  the  human  future.  One  is  exhibited  in  Anne  Morrow 
Lindbergh’s  The  Wave  of  the  Future;  another,  radically  different  in  character,  is 
expressed  in  The  City  of  Man,  A  Declaration  on  World  Democracy,  by  a  number 
of  distinguished  authors,  sociologists  and  theologians. 

In  these  two  little  books,  basic  and  diverse  philosophies  find  expression.  It  is 


important  that  we  who  are  compelled  to 
choose  between  them  understand  fully  what 
they  are.  With  the  clarification  of  these  two 
diametrically  opposite  points  of  view  and  to¬ 
ward  a  selection  of  them  Rabbi  Steinberg’s 
sermons  will  be  dedicated. 

Opportunity  In  America 

On  Friday  evening,  Feb.  14,  Rabbi  Stein¬ 
berg  will  deliver  a  sermon  on  the  topic, 
‘‘Composite  America,  A  Problem  in  Opportu¬ 
nity”. 

Of  late  there  has  been  a  growing  awareness 
of  the  diverse  origins  from  which  the  people 
of  America  are  derived.  The  program  of  the 
U.  S.  Office  of  Education,  Americans  All — 
Immigrants  All ;  the  appearance  of  the  new 
magazine  Common  Ground,  Louis  Adamic’s 
brilliant  new  book  entitled,  From  Many 
Lands,  all  reflect  this  awareness. 

Men  are  asking  themselves  whether  Amer¬ 
ica’s  destiny  is  really  that  of  the  Melting 
Pot  or  is  it  a  new  type  of  social  and  cultural 
life  which  ought  to  evolve  in  this  land. 

The  problems  of  a  composite  America  and 
the  special  opportunities  which  arise  from 
that  fact  will  be  presented  by  the  Rabbi.

Dirty  streets !  Yet  odd  pieces  of  gravel 
glitter  in  the  sunlight.
